Lost In the Westralian Bush. 
A Salvationist's Experience, 

On one of the gallery-panels ol The 
Army building iu which I worsb/pped 
when a Soldier, were Inscribed the 
words, "He failetb not." I have 
proved the truth o£ that motto many 
tlme3 since then. Eur-eclally do I 
rememhor one Instant, not long 
ciro. My Cdrps duties took me 
hundreds of miles on the bike, 
through tho West Australian hueh. 
Leaving one "out-back" town, T was 
directed to fio about n dozen miles, 
nnd my ending through ihe biinh to 
the rtelit at a certain point, would 
considerably shorten Hi" distance to 
the next place. Heading the point 
described, I turned abruptly to tho 
r1;,ht on what seemed a bridle track, 
and punhed forward, but the farther 
I went the denser tho uush became, 
until, having gone a ml'o or two. and 
not reaching the clearing, I thought 
of turning back; but to do bo was 
Impossible. To the right and left— 



In fact, all round — was dense bush. 
What was I to do? I decided to presa 
on. Through sharp twigs and heavy 
bush I pushed the bike— riding Was 
out of the question now. My hands 
and face were cut and bleeding, and 
the sun was scorching hot, I drank 
a cool draught or two from the can- 
vaa water-bag, but was very careful, 
not knowing how long It would have 
to last mo. Eventually I reached ft 
huge blue gum tree, and rested under 
Ks branches. Leaving the bike 
against the trunk, I knelt down 
among the leaves nnd twigs and 
prayed to God for help and direction. 
I knew myself to be lost. . It Is a 
queer sensation to bo alone In the 
stillness of the Australian bush, with 
no food hut Httle water, and no 
knowledge of one's whereabouts. I 
rose from my knees, and commenced 
to climb the tree. Higher and high- 
er I went, until I commanded a radios 
of mile 3 on every side. I was up 
there Over half an hour, swaying In 
the wind on the topmost bough, when 
—what was that? A faint whistle, 
which 1 knew to mean a train. Some 
minutes later, away amidst the denfle 
undergrowth and bushes, I discerned 
a long, dark object, creeping like a 
huge serpent in a south-easterly 
direction. Taking a number of tall 
trees as a guide, and a few other ob- 
jects, which would lead me to the 
railway line. I descended, raised my 
eap. and thanked God lor Hfs un- 
failing mercy, and then utarted off, 
stopping now and again to take my 
bearings. After a hard struggle, wet 
with pei'Splrat/ou, dirty, and some- 
what cut about, I burst through a 
clump or wattle, and, lo! there lay 
the gleam'ng metala of tbe railway.

And yet, why should it not be as natural to "cast into" Cods treas- 
ury, represented by a big drum-top or a tambourine, as by a bag or a, 
box? In many towns, tbe godless men t?ho surround oar rings, take a 
real pleasure In seeing the money thrown in again and again. When ta 
Cane Town, daring the war, I have n ee ^ 2® s - thrown into the opez-air 
ring in a few minutes, with every s ! sn of hearty pleasure on the part 
of the bystanders who gave it. 

The fact Is sotorious that in the ranks of labour generally the lea- 
dency to spend money from day to day freely on drink and tobacco, or 
sports and gasibllBg, ss so universal that "we actually do men good 
every time we caa turn a penny a wa y froaa Eu ch destinations to the 
cause of God arid the salvation of men; so that in the very act of secur- 
ing support for our work, we do good to (hose who have no serious 
though, either for themselves, their families, or the poor around them. 
But In the great majority of cases. It I s from our own Soldiers that 
almost al oar Support comes, aaj the tsies of liberality on ihe part even 
of the very poorest, are most touca'ug- 

Oec of them in Bet&R&l Green, used to tit on winter nights, fiih eyes 
closed, in the dark, to save half-crowns towards the supply of gaslight 
and fire in the Hall. In another CorPS an eld man of seventy-nine, could 
be seen till the day of his deals, casing our Flag, sreaking <n tbe 
street, and lhat wiih Je leers rnaa'ng down bis face, and then giving 
sixpence per week out of his extreme poverty, to keep the Hall open. 

Self-denying Heroes. 

Of ihe prodigies or endurance and effort in connection with our 
great Self-Deaial Week, all I>ave doiiWItsn hvhTu, foi [Htiiiirai panted, as 
well as churches snd missions, have row t»trnn to imitate our plan. 
Amidst Ihe sno« aid cold of oar last Self-Denial Week in England, old 
as well as young Soldiers, did not Hindi from street collecting, evea 
those of seventy and more years of age, longing to gladden the heart 
of their octogenarian General witn increased help. Where they were de- 
feated In the reaSisaticB of tltis hope, it was not through any fault of 
lueiis; "uui 3«H.:iu»e llicie were so few passers-by who stopped to &*<*; 
where usually hundreds, or thousands do so. 

Instances were fnrmished in every land, of the indcfat : gabic love of 
our people In gaining tbe end in view. In Berlin this year, an old Sol- 
dier, who earns her bread by rag-gat feericg, was almost broken-hearted 
when her Officer, knowing £er estreaie poverty, objected to take the 
7s. which she £ad saved up, and wnich sbe jffered. 

A Belgian Soldier, though out of witl:, had saved up beforehand, 
and gave IOs. He conld not he persuaded to hold any of it back. 

A London Soldier, a docker, belped during Self-Denial Week by going 
into the city to collect eacSs evening after he had done h"s day's work 
In the docks. Tiiis man literally fougM for God till he dropped whilst 
at an 07.ra.a1r mMtme, and so went lo bis reward. His work-:nales, 
though uceonverted men, spoke of tbelr consciousness of his good ex-, 
ample. Wien no longer tlsccg enough So walk unaided to the Hal!, he 
got two of tbe men to support Mm as fee walked there.

of exceptional interest, 
as well as spritual 
hleasing, at the Toron- 
to Temple.

Then, an old and very much re- 
spected warrior — Colonel Jacobs, a 
wifolm Canadian Chfef Secretary, 
was to conduct the opea'ng services. 
Tn view of this. It is not surprising 
that a fine congregation assembled 
for the morning's service. 

Lieut-Colonel Pugmlre conducted 
the proceedings, and when Introduc- 
ing Colonel Jacobs, paid a fine trib- 
ute to his worth and work. Ha 
stated tbat some of the moat won- 
derful eoul-saving Campaigus in 
which be bad ever takeu part, were 
those led by the Colonel, when row- 
after row of seekers for salvation 
were lined up at the mercy-seat; al- 
so, that the splendid position Tbe 
Army held In the city to-day, was 
largely attributable to the bard 
work and successful toll put into the 
city by tho Colonel In the days gone 
by. 

Colonel Jacobs received a de;ld?d 
ovation. The large audience, which 
included many old-timers, standing 
to their reel, and greeting h'ra with 
thunderous applause. In his rc-jily, 
be made an apt reference to his vis t 
to that battlefield of the Brills'! 
army In South Africa — Magerafontaln, 
and told how that as he gazed upon 
that historic spot, bis laiaginat oa 
brought before bis mliy all the Tacts 
tbat he had read concerning that 
bloody battlefield; and as he gaze i 
upon the walls of th's lovea Gild- 
ing, and upon the faces of those who 
had taken part In the fights of by- 
gone days; the memory of theas 
glorious times, flooded bla s«wt. 

The Colonel gave a stirr'ng a1- 
dress, in the quaint and interesting 
manner which is distinctly b^ owa, 
and 'la so familiar ta nnnr co-n- 
rades all over tbe Canadian Terri- 
tory. The subject of his remarks 
was "Old Babies," and based upon 
a portion of Paul's Epistle to tbe 
'Corinthians. 

The service waa greatly enjoyed, 
BSd tour came forward to renew 
their coiasecraUon to God and to life 
closer to Him in tho future. 



Jacobs put it. His talk was full of 
facts — not dry facts by any means — 
hut facts that made peopled hearts 
beat in quick sympathy with the 
derelicts of London City, and brought 
home to them the wisdom o[ The 
General's scheme for benefitting 
them. As one listened to the won- 
derful story of what was being done 
amongst the submerged classes of 
the Metropolis, they could not help 
hut utter a "Thank God." 

It was evident to all that tbe 
speaker was perfectly familiar wth 
the scenes he described, and that be 
bad studied at close range tbe condi- 
tions of the people whose cause he 
championed. Many there were, he 
sa'd. who criticised The Army's 
methods of dealing with the home- 
leas, destitute and starving mea who 
sought Its ad. but they generally 
knew very little about the matter. 
Some said. "Give them & tract," 
others said, "Let them die." but The 
Army was fully alive to the foolish- 
ness of the first style of treatment, 
and to the shameless beartlessness 
of the second. Instead of adopting 
eli her course, therefore, they said, 
"Let us treat these poor people on 
the saaie plaa as they treat patients 
In a hospital. Here tiey are, sick fn 
body, mind and soul, and we must 
help tbem to regain their health." 
So we give meals to starving men, 
to get them physically St for work: 
we arouse hope sad self^eapect ao 
their minda to fit them to tise 
again, and we preach to them that 
only Jesus Christ caa save tha'r 
souls. The number of "cures" is 
very gratifying, ana enconraging. la 
one Shelter alone, over 8,**d men 
were converted in the cours? o? fojr 
years. 

Such facts as these, added to the 
Colonel's vigorous descriptions of a 
meeting at a Sae'.ter, midnijV- 
scenes on the Thames Enibaakaieat, 
and the marvellous conversions of in- 
dividuals, n-.ade an intensely in! creat- 
ing address, and from the intense 
and earaest attest on of tie congre- 
gation, it was evident that t&ey 
were bavicg their eye3 opened ss 'o 
tie extent of Tat Ajr5>y"5 Siria?

THE MONTREAL FAIALITY AND

According to evidence It 
would (teem that the (Milef cause of 
the overthrow of the huge tank was 
the vlbrntion of the building caused 
by the mttch'neu that were In It, 

Wow, Id there not In this occur- 
rence, food for reflection for us, 
Tbere la no doubt that many who 
read thin War Cry, buttress them- 
selves up */th the thought that they 
ate all right In their souls, when all 
the time tliev ure In the indulgence 
of some known besetment that may 
appear to be of only a trlfl'ng char- 
acter, ncverthclese, It may prove to 
be that which will ultimately causa 
tb e overthrow of faith, morality, or 
the salvation of their souls. Let 
vs then, look into our own hearts, 
and see that our salvation Is fixed 
Upon the flock of Aros, and not tip- 
on the • props of self r'ghteousno'S, 
which quiver and vibrate hy the strain 
01 some sinful Indulgence ami ul lust 
come crashing down In Ii'deouH ruin;

The Wrd-'sacJer could 
profitably epend "hi*,- time, loofting 
over the different breeds of choice 
fowls t? the squab industry, ptk? the 
sportsman would be more than In- 
terested In . the well-equipped fish 
hatchery where trout are propagated. 
Bui for me, with an engineering bent; 
nothing Watf worth noticing until I 
had studfed this wonderful electrical 
nower which I found on every band 
so busy with the farm work; 

Nearly three years ego It wan when 
Mr. Miner decided to provide his farm 
with electrirlty for light efld power, 
and £0 successful was this Initial In- 
stallation (hat the plant has been 
added to from time to time, resulting 
in a most complete and novel appll- 
catlon.of electricity to farm work. 

For hundreds of years two streams 
had noisily traversed the Miner 
farm, the smaller known as Tracy 
Brook, the larger called the Chazy 
River, and all' this while these 
streams had been doing little, more 
than make a merry noise over the 
rocks and pebbles. Investigation 
proved that Lhey offered cheap and 
reliable sources of "power, and the 
engineers decided that It was time 
they went to work If they were to 
continue "living" with Mr, Miner. 
Three small concrete dams were 
thrown acrofia the Tracy Brook, giv- 
ing a reservoir area of one hundred 
and twenty acres, A concrete pen*

Besides belog 
all connected oa the telephone line 
they are equipped with both hand and 
automatic governors and controllers, 
so the service cannot be Interrupted 
by accident and can be easily con- 
trolled antler all conditions. . 

In tbe central power station are 
located the switchboards, from which 
.the- electricity Is controlled over tie 
various distributing lines, transform- 
ers for lowering the voltage or pres- 
sure and the motor-generating sets to 
change the alternating enrreat from 
the little Chazy power station Into 
direct current for farm use. There is 
also a storage battery, so that the 
electricity, need not stop even if some 
accident should happen to ibe Rener- 
atlng sources. This battery, with a 
capacity cf sir hundred ampeer-boars, 
la aW ustu as a •' balancer " to keep 
the voltage steady and tor lighting 
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Milking Machine, Operated by Vacuum Pump, Driven by Small Electric Motor.

crossed, " answered my companion, 
Indifferently, 

"Out of the brook!" I crisd, sus- 
pecting that he was trying to have 
some fun at my expense. 

" Sure, out of the brook," he re- 
torted, convincingly, " We've har- 
nessed the stream down" there in the 
valley and are making the water do 
a large part of Hie work on this big 
farm nowadays, when hired help la 
eo scarce and high-priced." 

That next morning I hurrJed out 
to wnlch the new hired man, Elec- 
tricity, milk the cowa, prepare the 
feed for the slock, pump the water, 
separate and churn the creura and do 
most of the other chores about the 
farm buildings, 

Alt this was on the magnificent 
country estate well named Heart's 
Delight, and owned by Mr, W, H. 
Miner, at Chazy, Clinton County, New 
York, This estate coverts an area of 
fifty-one hundred and sixty fleres, 
surrounding the old Miner homestead 
of one hundred and fifty -acres. 
Twelve hundred acres are under cul- 
tivation and a. like number are used 
for pasturage, The remainder Is 
pretty woodland, clothing hill and 
dale, fell and tea, In majestic foliage.

but the " new hired man " did his 
work so thoroughly and so well, 
never complaining about ear'y rlelug, 
never objecting to seftibbins tUe milk ' 
cans or turning the hateful grind- 
stone, and never getting "msd and 
quitting tbe very . morning that five 
acres of hay were down and ready 
for the barn, that It was decided to 
erect a new and larger power-plant 
on the Chazy Illver. about a mile 
below the Tracy Brook power-notice,- 
and extend the elect.riaratlon to 
every portion of the farm worft, A 
concrete dam was built to hold the 
water In storage, and a second dam 
was constructed below the first to

Strange to say, another case 
of thla hind occurred some time 
subsequently. Another heathen wo- 
man also was rescued by the Ensign 
In the same manner, and ahe Is now 
saved and marching In our ranks. 

We had a unique march on the 
Sunday afternoon, with 173 In the 
procession, made up of Soldiers, re- 
cruits, and converts, with a few ad- 
herenta. The procession was led by 
8. Etalwart native, who sang through 
a bullock's horn, wlhc added as a 
sort of megaphone. This man was 
at one time sa'd by the natives to 
be possessed by devils. He would 
get Into paroxysms of fury, his 
features would work convulsively, he 
would paint his face and body In a 
diabolical way with different colour- 
ed clays, and would roar like a wild 
beast. The women In the kraal 
would fly terror-stricken Into the 
hush'. On the Ensign's visit to the 
kraal, he explained the way of cal- 
vatlon to this poor man, who, after 
listening quietly for a considerable 
time, said, "This Is good for my 
wife." He ordered her to go to the 
meet'ns pnd get converted, which 
the poor woman was glad to do. Im- 
mediately she felt the change In her 
soul, she said to the Ensign, "This 
Is good for me, but what about my 
poor hushand? You must bring him 
Into the light." The Ensign spent 
that afternoon with -the man, and he 
got gloriously eaved. He Is now a 
Sergeant, and leader of the singing 
through hie horn. He Is a most ac- 
ceptable "Special," In the different 
kraals, and deemed to be a real 
miracle of grace by both natives and 
Europeans, ' 

Another case Is that of an old man 
wao was one of King Mpande's war- 
riors, (Mpanfle w.ia the father ct 
King Cctewayo, and one oi the greaU 
est kings that has reigned In Zulu- 
land.) This man had been so de- 
graded by drink and smoking Insan- 
gu ( k'nj of opiate) that he was 
deemed a mad-man, No native would 
give him his dautjUter to wife, so 
that he was loft entirely to drink 
and smoke himself to death, Tho 
Ensign sought him out, and followed 
blm up, until he gave himself to Qod, 
This he did, in the most wfaolo-heart- 
eil fush'on; smashing beer-howls, 
rlpes, pipe-horn, and ev«rythlng per- 
taining to the evil life. On Sunday 
last lie gave a soul-stlrrlng testi- 
mony, punctuated by the "Has" and 
"Anions" of the crowded congrega- 
tion,"—!. II. 0.

cold storage and tea- shipping perish- 
able products. . 

The large motor used to drive the 
grist mill In another bulling is so 
arranged that it can be readily taken 
Into the fields for threshing purposes. 
In all the other buildings where 
power Is required there you will find 
a busy ll'.tle electric motor doing the 
woTk that formerly had to be dope by 
hand, horse or steam power. In the 
house the laundry has been electrl- 
nep with motor-driven washing- 
machines, wringers, centrifugal dry- 
ers, mangles and electric flatiT&ns. 
Among the other auxiliary electric 
devices at the cottage are an electric 
piano, complete electric heating and 
cooking devices, meat choppers, bn- 
fer and grinders, motor-driven lce- ; 
cream freezer and namer&iis electric 
fans. On top of one of the fire-tank 
towers is an electrical instrument 
which automatically records on a 
chart In the house a continuous re- 
cord of the speed and direction of the 
wind, the amount of moisture in the 
air and the precipitation. 

Electricity Everywhere at Work. 

In the Ash-hatchery a small motor 
runs the grinding machine which pre- 
pares the food for the trout confined' 
In small concrete ponds. A seven- 
horse-power motor drives a centrifu- 
gal pump, automailflally maintaining 
a large supply of spring water in a 
steel tower dank for use In the re- 
frigerator plant. Water for fire pro- 
tection Is forced by two hydraulic 
rams to a sixty-thousand-gallon tank 
one hundred feet above ground on a 
sicel lower. There Is also a com- 
plete sauaape-maklng plant, including 
n nieat cutter and mixing machine 
driven by a four-horse-power motor, 
which also supplies power to the ma- 
chine that prepares the waste bone 
and gristle for chicken feed. 

The time and labor saved, the In- 
sured safety and sanitation, the well- 
lighted buildings express more elo- 
quently than mere words the enor- 
mous value of this electric service. 

Electricity Is the genie that accom- 
plishes; the hard work and the won- 
ders about this model farm. It does 
a hundred things, and on every hand 
greets one with a new and novel ap- 
plication of this mysterious fcree. 
The plant Is as perfect as modern 
engineering methods can devise, and 
has been In successful operation for 
several years, each month's record 
showing the vast amount of labor 
saved by harnessing the streams and 
the electrical conveniences enjoyed 
by. those who live on this country es- 
tate. By night Ihe buildings and the 
yards are ablaze with electric lights 
BDd by day the buildings hum with 
many busy motora doing the work of 
scores of hired men. This plant, one 
of the most perfect of Its kind, cost 
thousands of dollars, and yet It can 
truthfully be said to be a paying In- 
vestment, the annual cost of main- 
tenance being far below the actual 
saving In labor and farm costs for 
other and Inferior power and light. 

" We have had electric service for 

pnrlnd of about three years," said 
the foreman, enthusiastically, "and 

1 think we have proved that the eelc- 
tric motor can be successfully and 
economically applied to all the ma- 
chinery on a fai-m. The electrical 
machinery la especially lon&-Hve«I and 
our yearly bills for repair? are very 
small. 

" Formerly we had both traction 
and stationary engines and a host of 
liorsea'and men to do .this .vorikv-but 
1 hanks to thoso busy streams ail that 
old bother and 9rc risk has bsea 
oilraliiutod. To-daj* we am aavs the 
power where wo want it,.eoaU&red all 
over the place, always ready and will- 
ing. .
